Pees training to reduce 
weight paid dividends for 
tubby Peter Kenchinton, 

Wimbledon's 13-st. winger, in 
the Dons’ tough F.A. Amateur 
Cup first round test with 
Isthmian League rivals Wycombe 
Wanderers, 

Switching from right to left wing 
in the first half, and back to the 
right in the second, he provided 
the nasses which produced Wimble- 
don’s first-half equaliser and their 
drematic winner five minutes 
before the end, from 25-year-old 
left winger Norman Williams. 


The match produced a great 
tusste between the opposing half- 
back lines. with Wycombe on top 
in the first half and Wimbledon 
gradually gaining ascendancy in 
the second. 


Wycombe’s hopes soared in the 
first half when, with wingers 
Rockell and Tomlin in lively form, 
their new centre forward, 19-year- 
old Tommy Holmes, put them 
ahead in, the 23rd minute. 


But the burly Wimbledon for-- 
wards always looked dangerous, 
and 13 minutes later the wily 
Kenchinton supplied the pass 
from which Eddie Reynolds 
equalised. 

There was little to choose, 
between the sides in the second! 
half, but the Wanderers’ tactical; 
blunder of playing to the centre! 
yather than using the wings lost: 
them their earlier advantage. i! 

Wimbledon distributed the bali 
with greater effect in the cloving 
mud. but haphazard marksman- 
shin baulked them until Williams's 
brilliant wing shot settled the. 
match in a thrili-packed climax. :
